Unless we believe ourselves to be charged by God with divine authority to 
judge the souls of men, any accusations that we are judging others as a 
supreme being are absurd. Only Christ can condemn the souls of men. Now 
that we've examined the noun form of the word 'judge' let's take a look at the 
other two. 

Judge not according to the appearance, but judge righteous 
judgment. 
John 7:24 (KJV) O 

The intransitive verb is for when there is no specific object being judged. Here are two examples of this 
definition: 

1. To compare facts or ideas, and perceive their agreement or disagreement, and thus 
to distinguish truth from falsehood. 

2. To form an opinion; to bring to issue the reasoning or deliberations of the mind.
